main near .the plant instead oi 
dumping it at points 
throughout 


the township.

C. W. Klassen, chief sanitary 


engineer for the state, claims thai 
he can see no objection to allowing 
the use of the plant for disposal ol 
such waste. Apparently the ob- 
jection is purely local, either on 
technical grounds, or as a move 
to encourage cesspool owners to 
connect with the sanitary sewer. 
Giving them a handy disposal out 
let would certainly not hasten the 
day when some local residents 
could be persuaded to link to the 
modern system. 


It's a rather shocking detaoin 
lt'» rather shocking to realize 


that there are an estimated 300 
cesspools located within the city 
limlta. If these figures are cor- 
rect, 
the 
city 
health 
officer 


»hould be moved to'investigate. 
Some residents, of course, have 
no aewer facilities available. 
For those who have neglected to 


link' to the system, the health offi- 
cer has a convenient ordinance 
which reads: 


"Privy vaults, cesspools and 


aeptlo tank* shall not be con- 
structed At any place within the 
city where a water supply and 
sanitary sewer are available. 
Any privy vaults, cesspools or 
»»»ptic tanks existing on premises 
accessible to a water Hupply and 
wwer system shall be abandon- 
ed." 


The city's argument that the 


bacterial processes would be dis- 
arranged by the dumping of cess- 
pool waste into the treatment plant 
is quite definitely disputed by the 
state's 
chief sanitary 
engineer. 


Treatment of sewage has become 
a highly technical business. Mod 
ern detergents and the use o 
garbage disposal units has given 
rise to new problems. It's not con 
ceivable that dumping cesspoo 
waste would radically disrupt th 
present situation. At least Klassen 
doesn't think so. 


While, on the .subject of sewage 


problems, an observer of the 
Swissville .situation phoned 
to 


question the right of the Swiss- 
ville sanitary district to accumu- 
late excessive treasury funds. A 
recent statement showed that the 
district has Mime $8,000 in the 
treasury whereas the yearly ex- 
penditures for sewer rental is 
but $2,500. 


Of course such accumulation ot 


funds by taxing bodies is ex- 
pressly forbidden hy law. hut we 
suppose, if the Swissville resi- 
dent* want to keep paying the 
tax, they are welcome to do so.

State Farm 
Prices Rise

received by Illinois farmers last 
month were higher than April but 
below May a year ago, the State- 
Federal Agriculture departments 
reported Monday. 


The mid-May price index in- 


creased 4 per cent over the pre- 
ceding month, with livestock and 
livestock products leading the way.

Chinese Communists out of the 
world organization. 


Bridges and Sen. Knowland (R- 


Calif) said today's special meet- 
ing was called because of indica- 
tions that the British, among oth- 
ers, may press for the admission 
of Red China in connection with a 
Korean armistice. 


Bridges is a key figuro in the 


matter as chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. 


This Senate group tacked onto 


the State Department appropria- 
tion bill a "rider" declaring there 
should be no further U. S. funds 
for the U. N. if Red China was 
admitted. 


Bridges Agrees 


Speaking of this rider, Budges 


told reporters: 


"I agreed that I would either 


contact the members of the appro- 
priations committee individually, 
or call a meeting of the commit- 
tee, and state it was my purpose 
to withdraw — or rather not to 
propose — the amendment." 


Bridges said Eisenhower didn't 


ask specifically that the amend- 
ment be withdrawn but that he did 
point out his objections to it. 


The President, Bridges went on 


to say, contended the amendment 
might be considered "a threat" 
made against the United Nations. 


Knowland said Eisenhower's ob- 


jection 
"primarily 
stems 
from 


making a conditional agreement." 
The California senator said this 
might look like promising to pay 
dues to an organisation and leav- 
ing the organization unsure wheth- 
er the dues would be paid.for a 
vvhole vear.

SEOUL UP)— More than 


4,000 North Korean and Chi- 
nese Reds slammed against 11 
Allied mainline positions and 
a handful of outposts today 
as big-scale Communist at- 
tacks exploded in Eastern 
and Central Korea. 


American and South Korean in- 


fantrymen smashed 10 of the main 
line attacks, nine on the bloody 
Eastern front and one on the Cen- 
tral front. 


Fighting for trench-line positions 


just in front of Luke the Cook's 
Castle on the Eastern front still 
raged. 


There South Korean troops of the 


12th Division were counter-attack- 
ing for a second time against Reds 
who hammered their way to Allied 
lines. 


Heaviest in Your 


An Eighth army briefing officer 


said the bitter fighting on the East- 
ern front was the heaviest in that 
section in more than a year. 


Some 2,500 North Korean Com- 


munists overran two small out- 
posts and stormed four main-line 
positions on or near Anchor Hill.

claimed the Queen going 
from 


Buckingham Palace to Westmins- 
ter 
Abbey, and coming 
home 


again. Only 7,500 persons were in 
the abbey, but millions more could 
see the S'/z Tiour ceremony by tele- 
vision, for the first time.

Thousands Cheer 


, Cries of "God Save the Queen!'* 
blended into a mighty roar from 
thousands of throats as the Queen's 
purple and golden coach left the 
abbey'for the main coronation pro- 
cession, 
five 
miles 
and. more 


through the center of the ftld capi- 
tal. 


The 27-year-old Queen, who ha'd 


looked drawn near the close of the 
long abbey ritual—and once nea|r 
tears—flashed her smile. The Duke 
of Edinburgh was beside her. 


Wind-blown rain 'and brilliant 


sunshine competed with each other 
for control of the day. But the 
millions who had gathered to cheer 
the Queen stood firm in sites some 
had staked out 48 hours ahead of 
time. 


The sun burst through lowering 


skies when Elizabeth was p'rescnt- 
ed to the congregation inside th« 
abbey as "your undoubted Queen." 
A cloudburst drenched the jam- 
packed capital at the moment of 
crowning. It rained steadily for 90 
minutes, stopping only a few min- 
utes before the consecration serv- 
ice ended. More than 1,300 persons 
were counted casualties in the 
crash of crowds, with 25 hurt se- 
riously enough to go to hospitals. 


Prince Attends

Prince Charles, who is four, was 


brought to the abbey just before 
the 
Archbishop of 
Canterbury 


placed the jewel-encrusted crown 
of St. Edward upon the head of 
Britain's seventh Queen, symboli- 
cally consecrating her to God and 
to the service of more than a half 
billion people in a quarter of the 
earth. 


Charles acted like any bright 


4-year-old. Sucking his thumb, he 
gazed with awe upon the spectacle 
centering 
about 
his 
blue-eyed 


young mother. So he could see 
better, his softly weeping grand- 
mother, Queen Mother Elizabeth^ 
lifted him so his chubby hands 
could grasp the ledge of the royal 
gallery. 


The boy destined to be king saw 


the crown placed on his mother's 
head at 12:33 p.m. 
(6:33 a.m., 


CDT). Eight minutes later he saw 
her solemnly mount the gilded 
throne before the altar, and he was 
startled by the swelling roar of 
"God Save the Queen," echoing

Cattle Slaughter Reported 
At Record High Proportion

Farm Economist 


URBANA—The livestock situa 


lion is the basis for many farmer 
conversations 
these 
days. Talk 


centers around the record-large 
slaughter of cattle and the good 
prices for hogs. 


Cattle slaughter has made sever 


al new records this year. Some 
people 
think 
such 
^formation 


should be kept secret, but we be 
lieva both farmers and the rest of 
the people are best served by 
giving them the facts. 


Record Broken 


In Aril, 1,371.434 head of cattle 


were slaughtered in federally in 
*p«cted 
plants. 
This 
slaughter 


broke the previous record set in 
April, 1947, by 14 per cent and was 
46 per cent more than for April 
last year. 


The figures on federally inspect- 


ed slaughter are accurate, actual 
counts. Therefore, they are a good 
measure of what is going on in the 
livestock business. 


Cattle slaughter during the first 


four months of this year also set a 
new record. The number was 5, 
154,411, which is 30 per cent more 
than in April last year. 


In May, the slaughter rate con- 


tinued to run about 40 per cent 
over corresponding 1952 figures. 


Marketing Kcmains High 


There are indications that mar- 


ketings will continue high through 
June. A recent government report 
showed that Iowa farmers expect- 
ed to market half again as many 
rattle this June as they did a year 
ago. 


Later this summer, high-level 


marketings may be maintained by 
heavy marketings of calves bought 
last fall. The April report of cattle 
on feed showed a substantial in- 
crease in calves on feed, and we 
have heard several feeders talk 
about getting their cattle in "ahead 
of the crowd" this fall. 


Recent prices for hogs have been 


at or near record-high levels for 
this time of the year. The good 
prices have been due in part to re- 
duced supplies, but strong demand 
has also helped to boost the mar- 
ket. 


Hog slaughter was only about 


one-eighth less in April and May 
than in the preceding year. The 
supply during these months this 
.year has been exceeded only a few 
times. This indicates that April- 
May prices were based on strong 
consumer demand for pork, and 
were not forced by any exceptional 
scarcity. 


Sudan Provides 
Good Pasture- 
In Six Weeks 


URBANA—If you're looking for 


some extra pasture this summer, 
why not try suclan grass? 


W. O. Scott, extension crops spe- 


cialist at the Illinois College of Ag- 
riculture, says sudan grass will 
make good pasture six weeks after 
it's planted. And, what's more, Su- 
dan will make good growth during 
dry months/ when other pastures 
may be short and not too palatable. 


Scott says you can cut down on 


danger of prussic acid poisonity* by 
planting certified seed or buying 
from a reliable dealer to make sure 
your seed is pure. 


It's wise to keep livestock off 


,sudan until the grass Is 1< to IS 
inches high. 


Also, don't graze it after a frost.

The strength of the hog market 


becomes even more impressive 
when one considers the low prices 
for lard and the very large supply 
of competitive beef. 


Sees Increase 


Hog marketings seem likely to 


remain 10-15 per cent below year- 
earlier 
levels for 
another six 


months. However, a near-normal 
seasonal increase in supplies will 
begin around August 1. This prob- 
ably will bring price declines of 
about 30 per cent by late fall. By 
that time prices may be back to 
near corresponding 1952 levels. 


Prices during the late fall may 


approach last year's lows because 
the smaller supply of pork in pros- 
pect is likely to be more than off- 
set by larger supplies of beef. An- 
other condition that is taken into 
consideration 
is 
the 
possibility 


that there will be little or no in 
crease in consumer demand this 
fall. 


Some workers may get pay in- 


creases, but some industries may 
have offsetting layoffs. This would 
be in contrast with last fall, when 
consumer buying power was in- 
creasing. 


Use of Spray 
Varies With 
Crop Stage 


URBANA—A University of Illi- 


nois weed control specialist says 
that under normal conditions it's 
easier to keep %veeds out of corn 
by cultivating than by spraying. 


According to Fred Slifc, 2.4-D 


is most useful when rainy weather 
keeps you out of the field so much 
that the weeds pet ahead of you. 


You ran use 2. .»-D fiom planting 


lime until the corn begins to shoot. 
But. 
Slife warns, use it differently 


at different stages. 


The first stage is planted and 


before the weeds come up. Use only 
the ester type of 2, -i-D and use a 
sound and a half or less of acid 
.J.-l-D to the acre. 
Do not spray 


corn on light or sandy soils, and 
do not spray after the corn leaves 
unfold. 


After the corn is up. use 2. 4-D 


differently. 
If you use the ester 


form, use only one-quaiter pound 
o the acre. You can use one-half 
loiincl of the amine type of 2.1-D. 
These lates are relatively safe. 
Slife says, until the corn starts 
shooting. 


After the corn gets three or four 
eet high, you can use more to the 
irre if you use nozzle .extensions 
and keep the spray down around 
the base of the cornstalks.

Wheat, corn and oats move south- 


ward from the grain marketing 
centers on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries to New Orleans for ex- 
port. Grain is easy to load on and 
unload from barges, and it does 
lot require fast transportation.

Fracture Unity of West 


Russian reaction to the planned Big Three conference 


tat Bermuda, plus rejection or renewed parleys on the Aus- 
trian treaty, speaks volumes about the real motives behind 
;the Kremlin's "peace offensive." 


The most significant thing Moscow said of the Big Three 


'meeting was the charge that Britain, France and the United 
States intended to "gang up'' on the Soviet Union by reach- 
ing a common viewpoint before entering into negotiations 
with the East. 


The Reds said in so many words that they would be dis- 


inclined to take part in a four-power meeting unless the west- 
•ern participants approached it as independent nations pre- 
pared to express totally individual viewpoints. 


This is the conclusive proof, if it were needed, that the

It is a fundamental of Soviet thinking that the western 


capitalist powers inevitably will contribute to their own final 
, downfall and the triumph of communism by quarreling se- 
riously among themselves. 


Russian strategy always is designed to encourage and 


^exploit any conflicts that develop in the West. 
Differences, 


of course, are inescapable among free-thinking men of widely 
'varied backgrounds and problems. 


Recognizing this, the Kremlin framed the "peace" ap- 


.proach in considerable part to take advantage of the fact 
that Britain and France are less exacting than America in at- 
.taching conditions to any conference on a general world set- 
tlement. 


The scheme has worked well. Prime Minister Chin-chill 


called for a Big Four meeting, and the French seconded him. 
Meanwhile, we hung back, demanding signs of good faith. 


What Moscow wants, naturally, is to get the three west- 


;ern powers around the tabld and then play upon these dif- 
ferent attitudes. The hope would be to open gaping holes in 
.'the unity of the West. 


That is why the Kremlin is angered at the prospect of 


,a preliminary western conference in which the three demo- 
cratic nations would patch up some of their recent differ- 
ences and develop a common policy to present to the Soviet 
Union. 


Any such solid front would automatically defeat one of 


Russia's prime reasons for seeking a conference. And it 
•would leave Russia exposed once more as a nation which does 
not sincerely desire peace, but is instead engaged in a baf- 
fling new kind of warfare that embraces every phase of hu- 
'man activity.

*. 
By OSWALD JACOBY 


* When you are defending against 
*« no-trump contract it is usually 
jwise to keep hammering away at 
the same suit. This is a sound play 
for two reasons: first, it is the best 
way to set up your long suit; and 
second, it may cost you a trick to 
make the first lead in a new suit. 


In today's hand East broke this 


rule and thus found the killing 
defense. It was partly a matter 
of logic, and partly a matter of 
working out declarer's probable 
holding for his jump to three no- 
trump. 


West opened the king of hearts, 


and East signalled encouragment 
by playing the nine. South proper- 
ly refused this trick, and West con- 
tinued with a low heart. When East 
put up the jack of hearts, South had 
to refuse again. 


He could take only eight tricks 


on the run, and knew that the 
opponents would surely beat him 
with the ace of spades and the 
rest of the hearts if he took the 
ace of'hearts too quickly. 


After holding the spcond trick 


with 
the jack of heaits, East 


thought carefully about his next 
move. 
It was clear that South 


had the ace of hearts. It was also 
clear that no defense rould de- 
feat the contract if South had all 
of the missing high cards. 


If South had less than all of 


the missing high cards, the only 
excuse for his jump to three no- 
trump rould be a solid diamond 
suit. In a short time, therefore. 
East managed 
to visualise the 


very sort of hand that South ac- 
tually held. 


It was clear that a heart con- 


tinuation would give declarer his 
contract. 
He could simply take 


the ace of hearts, run his dia- 
monds, and then lead a spade. 
East would be able to take the 
ace of spades, taut nothing could 
then stop South from winning six 
diamonds, and one trick in each 
of the other suits. 


Instead of continuing the hearts, 


East found the killing defense by 
reluming a club at the third trick. 
If South went up with the ace of 
clubs, the opponents would gain 
the lead with the ace of spades in 
time to cash the getting trick in 
clubs. 


If South played his ten of clubs, 


West could win with the king of 
clubs and return the suit. Either 
way, South could take his eight 
tricks but no more.

Government Shows Insecurity in Failing to Prosecute 
Persons Fighting the Withholding Tax, Pegler Says 


Mrs. Mary D. Cain, of Summit, Miss., is contesting the newes 


pharse of the Social Security law. which requires some, but not all.s'elf 
employed persons to buy a problematical old-age pension. I recent! 
met Mrs. Cam and found her to be a lady of the uncompromising 
temperament of Vivian Kellems, of Stomngton, Conn., who has been 
fighting the withholding tax, and the Marshall Girls, of Marshall, Tex. 
who refused to deduct the employes' or pay the employers' share o: 
Social Security on domestic servants. She is alert, enegetic and. like 
Vivien and the Marshall Girls, a pestiferous, unanswerable nuisance 
to the Internal Revenue. 


The government's insecurity in these dealings is plainly shown bj 


its failure to invoke the criminal penalties written by Congress. These 


defendants have gone as far as they could to show 
criminal intent. Tho law, which Mrs. Cain violated, 
says "any person who wilfully fails to pay such tax 
shall be fined not more than $10.000 or imprisoned 
for not more than one year, or both." 


The government claimed that Mrs. Cain owed 


$41.32 for Social Security, as a self-employed per 
son. in March, 1052. She paid her income tax, but 
ignored the "self-employment" tax. 


To frustrate the collectors she assigned her 


weekly paper Summit Sun. to her niece. Maty Lou 
Butler, 20 years old, but retained the authority of 


editor and manager, without pay. Her husband runs an automobile 
shop and she inns their home in addition to her professional and po- 
litical activities which now include many speeches to almost any 
gathering that will hold still and listen. 


The government sent a marshal to padlock the Summit Sun. cer- 


tainly a violation of freedom of the press more clear and imminent 
than the illusory menace which was imagined in the passionate minds 
of the few metropolitan pudnits in the case of Joe McCarthy and the 
New York editor who claims he quit being a Communist. Here was 
the federal government, personified by a marshal, closing: a news- 
paper to satisfy an arbitrary, petty claim, unsupported by a court 
judgment. The government was afraid to test the law in court and 
invoked a process like an attachment. Now it was locking up a paper 
which was a member of the American free press no less important 
than the most pompous metropolitan daily. 


Mrs. Cam sawed off the pad 


lock and mailed it to the marshal 
She repeated the job for the bene- 
fit 
of newspaper, news-reel and 


television cameras. She made hei 
crime as flagrant ns she could. 
She gloried and gloated. The vio- 
lence against the court's padlock 
probably also made her guilty of 
deliberate, defiant contempt of the 
federal district court, but still the 
Department 
of Justice, like the 


Treasury, looked the other way. 
District attorneys have no right to 
ignore defiant crimes against the 
government. 
Federal judges are 


not supposed to flinch from pub- 
lic feeling and ignore insulting 
acts of contempt by one "crim- 
inal" while abusing an inoffensive 
Negro witness for coming to the 
stand without a jacket which he 
did not possess, as happened not 
long ago in Nashville. 
But the 


federal government, in all its ten- 
tacles here implicated, was afraid 
to tangle with Mrs. Cam. The case 
went the dull routine way of a 
petty action for a small claim. 


Mrs. Cain's attorney is Norman 


Gillis. 2fi years old, who finds him- 
self tackling, in his first constitu- 
tional case, an issue comparable 
to the Dred Scott and si (fa chicken 
cases. But Clarence Manion. dean 
emeritus of the law school of No- 
tre Dame, a noted authority on 
constitutional questions, will help 
him on the appeal. Meanwhile, 
Mrs. Cain whoops and hollers from 
the rostrum and in print. She has 
received more than 7.000 letters 
and unsolicited donations of $700 
for her legal expenses. 
She will 


need more.

Often Constipation Cause

cause, whether diet, neglect, or 
abuse of laxatives, first has to be 
corrected. 


Establishing good bowel habiU 


by having bowel movement At a 
particular time of day. and yield- 
ing to the desire to defecate when 
it comes, are extremely important. 


Exercise, too. helps to overcome 


constipation. It improves peristal- 
sis and strengthens the muscles of 
the abdomen which aid in the ex- 
pulsion of fecal matter. It is most 
unlikely, as Mrs. D. has suggested 
in a recent letter, that constipation 
has any direct relation to a "con- 
tinuous cold with much coughinf 
and spitting."

In this day and age great num- 


bers of people have, or think they 
have, chronic constipation. 
Per- 


haps this is the result of our diet 
or lack of exercise. But true con- 
stipation is not as common as most 
believe it to be. It is often con 
fused with spastic colitis, or irn 
able bowel. 


In real constipation the waste 


(natter is kept in the intestinal 
ract longer than it should be and 
heie is delay in emptying of the 
bowel. 
In such cases the waste 


s hard and dry. 


This difficulty can usually be 
raced to neglect .and improper 
raining during childhood. Much 
of the trouble comes from failure 
o set aside a regular time of day 
or the bowel movement. An ad- 
ditional cause is that many people 
upnress .nature's call and this 
ends to set up bad habits and in- 
erferes with the normal rhythm of 
bowel emptying. 


Poor diet, of course, can. and 
ften 
does, 
cause 
constipation. 


'oo many people gulp their food 


jdown without allowing enough time 
for their meals. Many of the foods 
which we eat are so highly refined, 
too, that they do not contain the 
bulk necessary. 


In some parts of the country and 


at some times of year, fresh fruits 
and vegetables make up an insuf- 
ficient part of the diet. These foods 
not only supply a large part of the 
bulk in the diet but also aid in 
peristalsis or the wave-like move- 
ment of the intestine which carry 
the contents down through the in- 
testinal tract. 


Another great cause of constipa- 


tion is the abuse of laxatives or 
cathartics. 
A great many people 


have the idea that if they clean 
themselves out once a week with 
a good strong purge it will be good 
for them. When they do this, the 
normal rhythm of bowel evacua- 
tion is disturbed and usually is not 
re-established for several days.

ductions. Otherwise, he asserted, 
there was a threat of "false propa- 
ganda, 
un-American' propaganda 


and disloyal propaganda."

The young Queen went through 


the stately ceremony with great 
poise and only the faintest outward 
trace of .'nervousness. But when it 
was over, she looked emotionally 
fatigued — almost as if she might 
burst into t*irs after the tiring 
ordeal. She had only a brief rest 
before the afternoon's procession. 


Elizabeth became Queen on her 


father's death last year. 


Queen Mother Elizabeth must 


have recalled today the crowning 
of her husband, for she wept softly 
through part of the 
ceremony. 


Nearby, the ordinarily vivacious 
Princess Margaret, 22-year-old sis- 
ter of the Queen, was pensive as 
she 
watched 
the 
crown 
being 


placed on the head of the girl she 
has always fondly called Lilibet. 


The ritual was an historic out- 


pouring' of the richness of tradi- 
tion which has made England 
great in the past and sustained her 
in her modern trials. Elizabeth was 
a picture of queenliness. Just once, 
she siiot>k her head, as if to test 
the fit of the crown. 
It rested 


snugly, secure as if made for her. 


Smiles Shyly 


Only 
momentarily, 
fleeting 
a 


shy smile flitted across her serious 
young face. But the solemnity of 
the occasion was awe-inspiring. 
Watching her every move were the 
representatives of 74 nations, the 
members of 30 other royal fami- 
lies. 


Gen. 
George C. Marshall headed 


the official United States delega- 
tion, and the Soviet Union was 
represented by Ambassador Jacob 
Malik. 


The actual act of crowning, pre- 


sided over by the Archbishop, Dr. 
Geoffrey Fisher, came at the end 
of an hour-long ceremony in the 
abbey. First Elizabeth was recog- 
nized as the "undoubted Queen" 
and took her oath on the Bible. 
She was anointed in the ceremony 
which dedicates a ruler to the 
church. 


The route from Buckingham to 


the abbey was little more than a 
mile. The smiling sovereign, lovely 
in the crimson velvet robe of state 
that covered her elaborately em- 
broidered gown, nodded and raised 
her hand continually to the wildly 
enthusiastic spectators. 


The queen showed only slight 


signs of nervousness. 
She smiled 


and spoke to her husband as tre- 
mendous deafening shouts went up. 
The eight matched Windsor greys 
pulling the coach majestically to- 
ward the abbey seemed unmoved 
by the clamour around them. 


Steady Roar 


A steady roar from the packed 


throngs followed the gilded coach 
through Trafalgar 
Square, down 


Northumberland avenue and over 
the Victoria embankment to the 
houses of parliament and the ab- 
bey. A great cheer went up as the 
Duke of Edinburgh handed 
his 


wife from the coach and they en- 
tered 'the abbey anne.\\ 


Within a few minutes the queen's 


procession began winding through 
the long nave of the abbey. 


The prime ministers of the com- 


monwealth then filed in with Sir 
Winston Churchill, his head sol- 
emnly bowed, first in line. 
The 


Duk« of Edinburgh~moved to his 
chair. 


Then 
came 
the 
queen.

walked slowly and solemnly down 
the long nave, her head slightly 
bowed as if in prayer. Her hands 
were clasped befoie her. As she 
emerged into the choir, the young 
voices of the Westminster school 
scholars rang out a heralding cry 
in Latin—"Vivat Regina Elizabeth 
—Long live Queen Elizabeth." 


Preceding the young morach was 


the Archbishop of Canterbury in a 
robe of cream and gold with leaf- 
green embellishments. 


The queen walked to the chair 


of estate an knelt in prayer. 


The archbishop began the serv- 


ice 
of 
recognition, 
introducing 


Elizabeth as 
t h e 
"undoubted 


queen." She took her oath, swear- 
ing to it upon the Bible. The Arch- 
bishop anointed her with holy oil 
"as kings, priests and prophets 
were anointed." 
The queen re- 


ceived her regalia—the sceptors, 
the orb, her ring, various swords 
and the imperial robe. 


Then came the crowning and the 


enthronement, followed by a serv- 
ice of homage. The Archbishop and 
the queen's husband led the'hom- 
age, with the Duke of Edinburgh 
swearing his fealty to his wife as 
queen. He kissed her lightly on the 
cheek. 


For her coronation, the young 


monarch wore beneath her various 
royal robes a white satin gown, 
embroidered 
in pearls, -crystals 


and diamonds. 


The gown has a molded bodice 


cut square over the shoulders but 
curving to a slightly heart-shaped 
center over the bosom. The sleeves 
were halfway to the elbow and the 
skirt was full and flaring. 


The bodice was encrusted with 


delicate lattice-work of seed 


pearl and crystal. An embroidered 
band of golden crystals, graduated 
diamonds and pearls bordered the 
bodice top, sleeves and extreme 
hem of the skirt. 


The Queen's accessories includ- 


ed long gloves and a diamond 
necklace. 


The Queen is the seventh woman 


monarch of England. She succeed-* 
ed to the throne when George VI 
died Feb. 6, 1952. She was placed 
in line for the crown when her 
uncle, Edward VIII, now Duke of 
Windsor, abdicated Dec. 10, 1936, 
to marry the American divorcee, 
Wallis Warfield Simpson.

Traynor said Willis, when in- 


formed by telephone of his elec- 
tion, said he %would make his de- 
cision "by the end of this week, or 
at the very latest" by next Mon- 
day. 


Th« Buffalo superintendent was 


one of six top educators consid- 
ered for the Chicago post. 


A native of Baltimore. Md.. he 


served as superintendent at Yon- 
kers, N. Y.. from July i, 1947, to 
Sept. 1, 1950, before going to Buf- 
falo. 


The body of John Sacha, 59, an 


officer of the Moose lodge at Litch- 
field, 111., was found near the Alton 
dam Monday by a towboat crew- 
man. 


A length of rope was looped 


about the neck and the ends were 
knotted about the wrists and ankles 
with the legs drawn back in such 
a way that any movement of the 
limbs would cause strangulation.

police said. He had been manager 
of the lodge 17 years and secretary 
for 21 years. 


Adding to the mystery was the 


discovery of his wallet containing 
identification papers and one gold 
dollar on a roadway near "Lover's 
Leap" Bluff, a half mile from 
where the body was found. The 
wallet was found Saturday. 


Police said Sacha had 
been 


•rowing a mustache and goatee to 
take part in the Litchfield centen- 
nial celebration in August, but the 
body was clean-shaven.

It 
will fly to Goose Bay with films 
for the U. S. networks and the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corp. 


Race For Boston

gines tuned up will be "two P-5ls, 
one piloted by Joe de Bona for 
CBS and one by Stanley Reaver 
for NBC. They will race for Bos- 
ton's Logan Airport, from where 
the films will be put directly on 
nation-wjde hookups.

Three types of stance are com- 


monly used — the square, open 
and closed. 


Each is strongly advocated by 


many. 


The square stance is assumed 


by placing the feet parallel to the 
line of flight. 


The

outward—to

same degree as your feet point 
when walking. 


The weight should be distri-

The open stance is formed by 


drawing the left fool back slightly 
from the line" of flight.

Queen Sends Best Wishes 
To Mt. Everest Climbers 


LONDON Wf—Queen Elizabeth II 


took time out on her coronation 
day today to send congratulations 
to the British expedition that plant- 
ed the Union Jack atop 29,001Moot 
Mt. Everest. The feat—man's first 
successful attempt to scale the 
world's h i g h e s t peak—was an- 
nounced Monday night by Bucking, 
ham Palace. 


The news that two climbers in 


a party headed by Col. John Hunt 
had successfully battled their way 
to the icy Mimmit in the Himalayas 
on May 29 was relayed to the 
queen first. A palace spokesman 
described the dramatic news as a 
"coronation gift." 


Warm Congratulations 


'In her message, cabled to the 
British minister at Katmandu, the 
capital of the Himalyan kingdom 
of Nepal, the queen said: 


"Please convey to Col. Hum and 


all members of the British expedi- 
tion my warmest congratulations 
on their great achievement m 
reaching the summit of Mt. Ever- 
est. (Signed) Elizabeth R." 


A message from Hunt i clayed 


to Buckingham Palace said, "All 
is well." 


The final assault on the Central 


Asian peak on the Nepal-Tibet 
border—reportedly the 
third at- 


tempt by Hunt's 15-man expedition 
within the last few weeks—was 
made by a New Zealand beekeep- 
er, Edward P. Hillary, 34, and a 
veteran guide of Nepal's Sherpa 
tribe, 39-year-old Bhutia. Tensing. 


Seen a* Symbol 


That a New Zealander and a 


tribesman from Britain's longtime 
ally Nepal won the final victory 
was looked upon here as another 
symbol—1 i k e the coronation—of 
Commonwealth unity. Reportedly 
they carried Nepal's flag to the 
top. along with the British colors. 


The climbers raced against the 


approaching storms of the summer 
monsoons. It had been reported 
previously from Katmandu, Nepal, 
that they had failed to icach their 
goal during the brief spell of good 
weather and had given up hope. 


Ten other Everest expeditions in 


the past 32 years had been beaten 
back by the numbing cold, fieice 
winds and lack of oxygen that pro- 
duces extreme weaimess and plays 
mental tricks with climbers at the 
extreme Himalayan heights. Kight 
of the previous attempts to scale 
Mt. Everest had been by Britons. 


The Hunt expedition carried new 


lightweight oxygen apparatus, ra- 
dios to pick up weather reports 
from India and newly designed 
mortars to blast away dangerous 
overhanging ice.
